reach 21 counties now. H.O.P.E. 
was started to help out people 
everywhere, no matter what. To 
teach people how to pass it on 
and reach out. H.O.P.E. isn’t 
about me.” 

The organization is open to 
the public from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
every Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday. 

Between 60 to 100 people 


come through H.O.RE.’s doors 
each day they are open. 

Those in need fill out a short 
assessment form to identify who 
they are, what their needs are and 
allow the organization to notify 
them of other opportunities in 
the community that can help. 

At the bottom of each form, 
the person being helped is asked 
to sign that when they get back 


on their feet and are able, they 
will help someone else in 
need. 

“We sit, we listen, we talk, 
we pray, we cry and we laugh,” 
said volunteer Terri Trumbo. 
“Sometimes, people just need 
help one time. They need help 
with food because they had a 
medical bill or a tire blow out 
in their car. Nowadays, unfor¬ 
tunately, it’s really hard to get 
help. So, when you come in 
here, it’s almost a relief when 
they realize we’re not making 
them jump through hoops. 
We’re not making them bring in 
5,000 pieces of paper. We’re just 
asking, ‘What do you need?’ and 
let’s see if we can get it.” 

The building features every¬ 
thing from clothing, coats, shoes, 
childrens’ toys, furniture and 
baby items.

SAR participates in Four Chaplains Memorial 


The Captain William Arnold 
Chapter of the Sons of the 
American Revolution were among 
several organizations to partici¬ 
pate in the Four Chaplains 
Memorial Service held on Feb. 10 
at Lakeside Christian Church in 
Lakeside Park, Ky.

When no more life jackets could 
be found, the four men took off 
their own and strapped them onto 
a soldier. Only 229 survived. As 
the Dorchester slide beneath the 
surface of the icy water, the four 
chaplains were scene standing 
hand-in-hand on the deck praying.

Preventing child abuse 


T he time is now for 
the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
to enact legislation which 
would statutorily establish 
the Child Fatality and Near 
Fatality Review Panel. The 
time is now for our elected 
officials to solidify the 
premise on which child 
advocates have been voicing 
their opinion - that the 
children of the 
Commonwealth deserve a 
law which will mandate the 
review of child fatalities in 
such a way as to ensure 
prevention of similar 
fatalities in the future. 

As established by 
Executive Order, there is 
currently a Panel in place, 
and that Panel is tackling 
very challenging issues 
associated with child 
fatalities and near fatalities 
in Kentucky. Child 
advocates have been 
meeting for months to assist 
in the crafting of language 
for legislation which would 
expand upon and enhance 
the important work begun 
by the existing Review 
Panel. Improving access to 
records and case information 
is a critical expansion which 
allows the Panel to fully 
understand the role of all 
caretaker s and family 
members involved in a child 
death or near death. It also 
supports a multiagency 
approach to review of child 
abuse tragedies, identifying 
opportunities for systems 
improvement and 

prevention, not only within 
the Department for 
Community Based Services, 
but within any agency or 
service provider involved 
with the family. This 
important point cannot be 


understated. Approximately 
half of all children who die 
from abuse will not have 
been previously known to 
the state child welfare 
system. We should be 
studying and learning from 
those deaths as well. 

A review of national 
news coverage regarding 
child abuse death and near 
death confirms one sad 
fact—too many children die 
or are nearly killed by those 
entrusted to care for them. 
It is also painfully obvious 
we do not fully understand 
how to prevent these tragic 
occurrences. The creation 
of a Child Fatality and Near 
Fatality Review Panel is an 
important step in answering 
that question. 

Similar 
panels have 
been 
established in 
many other 
states with 
encouraging 
results. 

There has 
been much 
thought given 
to the administrative 
location of the Panel, but we 
caution it is not the sole 
strategy to achieve the goal 
of independent review. The 
reality is this: the Panel is 
comprised of noted experts 
in their field. The vast 
majority of these experts are 
not government employees, 
but are representatives from 
universities, advocacy 
organizations, and 
community service 
providers. Most Panel 
members are appointed by 
the Attorney General and 
an “at large” member is 
designated to serve as the 
Panel chair. To think this 


group of dedicated 
professionals, or any 
professionals who may be 
appointed to serve in the 
future, could be silenced 
by the Administration 
ignores the professional 
and ethical obligations 
they uphold. It is certain 
that fiscal realities will 
strongly influence the final 
outcome of this issue. As 
has been demonstrated 
through the process 
established through 
executive order, the Panel 
can operate effectively 
through the Justice 
Cabinet. Absent another 
appropriate entity being 
willing to assume the 
fiscal responsibility of 


administration of the 
Panel, the Justice Cabinet 
may simply be the best 
current option. 

Press coverage of 
legislative efforts to 
establish a Review Panel 
has focused largely on the 
issue of “secrecy” and the 
media’s desire to have 
complete access to case 
records. This position 
seems rooted in a 
fundamental 
misunderstanding. Any 
proposed legislation should 
not impact current statute or 
regulation regarding the 
release of records. The 
Panel will simply have the 


authority to request and 
review records. The media 
or any other entity can 
continue to pursue access to 
the records through the 
official custodian of the 
record. The argument that 
the deceased child has no 
expectation of privacy is 
also misunderstood; the 
Panel will review records of 
children who were not 
killed. It is also critical to 
remember the Panel will 
have access to records of all 
family members and 
caretakers. Most of these 
individuals are not identified 
as the perpetrators and may 
be grieving the loss of a 
child. They do, in fact, 
have a reasonable 
expectation of privacy. 

The death or near death 
of a child by abuse is a tragic 
occurrence, worthy of 
in-depth study and review. 
This review must be 
conducted in an independent 
and multidisciplinary 
atmosphere, allowing for the 
development of systems 
improvements and 

prevention strategies. While 
opponents promote their 
own interests under the guise 
of the best interest of children 
and the right of the public to 
be informed, children 
continue to die. It would be 
a shameful disgrace if 
another legislative session 
concludes without passage 
of a bill establishing a 
Review Panel in Kentucky.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Cool season weeds 
waiting in the wings 


I f you are one of those who complain about 
weeds like it’s the end of the world then take 
note: the most common, cool-season annual 
and perennial weeds will be germinating any day 
now. The obvious: they are easy to control if you just 
bend over and pull them up; or walk around the 
garden with a cultivator in hand, scratching up a patch 
here and there; or spot treat them with boiling water, 
in order to scald the foliage and roots; or use a 
conventional herbicide to easily knock them out while 
they are still young and tender. The point is they are 
easier to control if you clean them up now. 

Chickweed is usually found in moist, shady spots. 
It is almost rubbery in texture when you pull it. Be 
especially careful if chickweed has already flowered 
and gone to seed because when you touch it the seed 
releases like popcorn. Control chickweed during 
active growth by pulling or using a herbicide. In 
problem spots follow up with a pre-emergent in the 
fall to prevent seed germination once cool weather 
returns. Seeds germinate from late fall to early spring 
so another application of a pre-emergent in the early 
spring is a good idea if you struggle with chickweed. 

Wild violets can quickly become a hard to manage 
perennial problem despite their sweet heart-shaped 
foliage and the pansy-like flowers. The sinister thing 
about violets is that they almost spontaneously fling 
their seed far and wide while sending their roots in all 
directions. The dense, fibrous roots are steadfast and 
break away from the plant if you try to pull them by 
hand. Instead use a trowel (after a good rain) to lift 
them out of cultivated areas. If you can’t dig them as 
soon as you see them, pinch off the flowers so they 
won’t go to seed. 

In the lawn violets often become widespread. 
They do not respond to most broadleaf weed controls 
that are safe to use on turf grasses. The product 
Confront is recommended for 
controlling violets and it 
proves quite effective. 
Carefully spot treat your lawn 
where violets are present. 
Violets are a cool season 
perennial so they are most 
actively growing in the spring 
and fall, therefore treatments 
will be most effective at these 
times. 

Like the violet, you want to 
dig wild onion and wild garlic 
up as soon as you see them. 
Both are hard to control 
because they spread by seed 
and by bulbs underground. 
There are some chemical 
controls that claim to kill wild 
onion and garlic but the problem is that liquid controls 
do not stick and are not absorbed well by the waxy 
foliage. Dig deep to remove them from cultivated 
areas. In the lawn, persistent spot treatment for 
several years will be necessary as the bulbs sprout at 
different times as they mature. 

Treating creeping Charlie

Ground ivy, or creeping Charlie, is a perennial that 
reproduces by seed and underground stems. These 
stems, and the areas that ground ivy grows, are what 
makes this weed hard to control. Total kill herbicides 
and broadleaf controls are usually out of the question 
because the ivy grows among desirable plants. Pulling 
the weed is tricky because the stem anchors itself 
along the ground with roots. These will re-grow if 
any are left behind. 

I have successfully reduced a problem area where 
ground ivy was taking over by carefully pulling up the 
stems after rainfalls. Just be persistent with careful 
hand pulling, especially in the spring and fall because 
it is a cool season perennial and most actively grows 
at this time. 

Most broadleaf weed controls are effective on red 
and white clover, which is good news because I have 
not found a better way of getting rid of this perennial 
weed. Clover proves tenacious and reproduces by 
seed and roots (which are deep and break off easily, 
making pulling and digging tricky). Treatments are 
most effective in early spring and fall when plants are 
young and more actively growing. Expect to retreat 
problem areas. Clover seed can last up to 20 years in 
the soil, so don’t let this one reseed if you can avoid 
it. But my real advice, as you would suspect, is to not 
worry about it at all. Weeds are only problematic 
because we somehow deemed them so; I know see 
every forage and blade of grass as food for my 
chickens and sheep and as such the last thing I would 
want is a chemical combatant in the picture. 

Mid-March is the time to start using pre-emergent 
herbicides formulated for lawns and flowerbeds. As 
an alternative, look for com gluten-based products so 
you can avoid synthetic chemicals in your environment; 
and maybe some meditation on the usefulness of all 
species.

Grant County School District 
challenged to reduce energy

The Grant County School District, 
in conjunction with the NEED Project 
or National Energy Development 
Project and Duke Energy has put 
together an energy program. 

Each school in the Grant County 
School District was invited participate 
in a program to become more energy 
efficient. 

The students were taught how to be 
energy efficient, how to reduce the 
energy consumption and why it is 
important to do so. 

All of Grant County Schools were 
challenged to save energy at their 
school. 

The contest measures a year-to-year 
change in energy consumption. 

“Several of the schools are doing 
pledges and posters.” Jon Nipple said, 
school energy manager. 

Many factors influence how a build¬ 
ing performs over time, including 
weather. Each building responds differ¬ 
ently to colder or warmer weather. 

Each school has different control 
systems, HVAC systems and insulation 
levels. 

Nipple said that all schools are par¬ 
ticipating in the program as an aware¬ 
ness program and to save energy. 


Some elementary schools are shut¬ 
ting off hallway lights and unplugging 
vending machines while others are 
sending out newsletters on how to save 
energy. 

The schools can then track their 
progress online. 

Each school with at least a 5 percent 
minimum energy reduction will be eli¬ 
gible to receive $500 with the grand- 
prize school receiving $1,500 in June 
2013. 

Through the month of December, 
Grant County High School saved 19 
percent, Grant County Middle School 
saved 6 percent, Crittenden-Mt. Zion 
Elementary saved 6 percent, Mason- 
Corinth Elementary saved 3 percent, 
Eagle Creek Academy saved 7 percent 
and Sherman-Mt. Zion Elementary 
saved 28 percent. Dry Ridge 
Elementary has had an increase due to 
several factors including age of the 
building, etc. 

“Last year each school in the dis¬ 
trict received an award check. This 
year, most schools are at an award 
level at the halfway point. There is 
still time for everyone to get an award 
just by making some changes in their 
personal behaviors.” Nipple said. 

District-wide the energy usage is 
down 12.5 percent and costs are down 


8.5 percent. 

“We are educating students to reduce 
energy and hopefully they will apply 
good energy habits throughout their 
lives.” said Karen Reager, state direc¬ 
tor of The NEED Project. 

Last year, the Grant County School 
District presented six $500 awards and 
a grand-prize of $1,500 to Eagle Creek 
Academy. 

Duke Energy in part funds the youth 
programs as well as workshops. 

Recently, 25 students from the pre¬ 
engineering and electrical departments 
from the Grant County Technical 
Center traveled to The Envision Center 
in Erlanger. This site is the national 
demonstration site for grid moderniza¬ 
tion. 

The students learned about the digi¬ 
tal change in energy. 

In just the last decade The NEED 
Project has grown to encompass a cur¬ 
riculum portfolio of over 130 teacher 
and student guides designed to teach 
teachers and students about energy. 

The NEED Project’s goal is to pro¬ 
mote an energy conscious and educated 
society by creating effective networks 
of students, educators, business, gov¬ 
ernment and community leaders to 
design and deliver objective, multi¬ 
sided energy education programs.

The Williamstown Lady Demons basketball 
team met the Simon Kenton Lady Pioneers on 
Feb. 20 at Williamstown High School to 
compete in the 2013 32 nd district tournament.

While disappointed in their showing at 
districts, Kasey Kennedy and her Lady Demons 
are proud of their accomplishments and progress 
this year. 

“We ended the season 12-16 with a schedule 
that was decent in strength, which is a huge step 
in the right direction for us,” Kennedy said. “To 
do that with a majority of the girls having very 
little varsity experience is a good indicator of 
where we are headed these next few years.” 

With their 2013 season just having ended, 
the Lady Demons are already looking forward 
to next year. 

“Next season we have a great draw for the 
‘All A’, which is always a goal my girls make 
for us as a team. I think within the team the 
majority of my returners realize the importance 
of what they need to be doing in the off-season,” 
Kennedy said. “They understand that summer is 
for individual improvement, and I’m looking 
forward to that.”

Shave and a haircut 


Shop offers ‘traditions with a twist’ 


Williamstown’s 

A shave and haircut for two bits 

or 25 cents is not likely in 2013, 
but that was the going rate in the 
early 1930s and even earlier. 

Just because the same service will 
cost $18 today, doesn’t mean it’s not a 
good deal. 

That’s why John Coleman believes 
every man should experience a hair¬ 
cut and an old-fashioned straight razor 
shave, which is the reason he opened 
Classic Barber Shop in Williamstown in 
January. 

“You haven’t lived until you’ve had a 
straight razor pressed to your throat. It’s 
something every man should experience 
at least once,” Coleman said. 

“They really should,” agreed Jimmy 
Fryman, a customer and friend of Cole¬ 
man’s. 

Coleman recalls when as a young boy 
he would go to the barber shop with his 
father. 

It is a memory that has become more 
precious since his father died. 

“I lost my dad when I was pretty 
young and going to the barber shop was 
something we did together when I was 
a kid,” Coleman said. “It’s a forgotten 
trade in a sense. I want to show kids 
what it used to be like.” 

Classic Barber Shop is just that. 
Nothing fancy, but a place for gentlemen 
to hang out. 

There’s a flat screen TV, usually tuned 
to a sports channel, flanked by Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky and Bengals memora¬ 
bilia. 

“I guess the main thing is, don’t bad 
mouth Kentucky basketball or you might

get a bad haircut,” Coleman, said jok- 
ingly. 

One wall of the shop, which is 
adjacent to Kentucky Federal Bank, is 
covered in old photographs from Wil¬ 
liamstown. 

There are several chairs for enjoying 
the view on Main Street. He’s planning 
to fix up a back room so the younger set 
will also have a place to play and hang 
out while their dad or grandfather is get¬ 
ting a haircut or shave. 

Coleman has been a barber for just 
over three years. 

He worked in Lexington before com¬ 
ing home to Grant County to open his 
first shop. 

“I just wanted people to experience 
this the way it used to be,” he said. 

Most of his customers come in every 
four to six weeks for a haircut or shave. 
Some followed him from Lexington and 
Ghent because he does use a straight 
razor. 

“Back in the day, they came in once

a week to get a shave or haircut and to 
catch up on all the news,” he said. 

The art of barbering changed dra¬ 
matically in the 1960s when young men 
chose not to shave as part of the free 
spirit movement and again in the 1980s 
when cheap, disposable razors were 
introduced to the mass market. 

“It’s a lost art and a lot of barbers 
have forgotten about it because it’s just 
not something that’s done anymore, but 
that’s where I want to make my business 
different,” Coleman said. 

Fryman said he always wanted to 
have a straight razor shave but couldn’t 
find anyone to do it for him. 

“I love it,” he said. Fryman liked the 
experience so much that he’s recom¬ 
mended it to several other friends. 

“You’re either going to love it or hate 
it and from the people I’ve told to try it, 
about a dozen or so, only one of them 
have said they didn’t like it,” Fryman 
said. 

Coleman’s easy smile and manner put 


even the smallest customer at ease. 

“Are you smiling?” Coleman asked 
4-year-old Austin Nicholson. “There’s 
no smiling in this chair.” 

Coleman is a native of Grant County 
and a graduate of Williamstown High 
School. 

Working closer to home, gives Cole¬ 
man more time to spend with his wife, 
Carrie, and 7-year-old son, Lucky. 

“I wanted my son to have the kind of 
experience I did,” he said. 

Coleman remembers the first haircut 
he got and that was from Clyde Oliver, 
also a Williamstown barber. Coleman 
later returned to Oliver’s barber shop and 
completed an apprenticeship there. 

“I’ve still got that picture of my first 
haircut,” he said, smiling. 

For those getting their first haircut, 
Coleman presents the parents with a 
certificate with a place for their name, 
the date of the haircut and a spot for a 
lock of hair. 

“I want to take over the traditions 
of some of our great barbers like Clyde 
and Tony Poole. I want to follow in their 
footsteps,” Coleman said. 

While starting a business in a unstable 
economy might scare some, Coleman 
said his reason was to leave a legacy for 
the community and his family. 

His motto is simple: have a classic 
barber shop. 

“We’re a timeless tradition with a 
twist,” he said. 

He hopes to soon add another barber. 

“I can cut anything from a fade to a 
comb over and if you want a smooth, 
clean shave, then I’m your guy,” he said.

Deputy uses Taser to stop man from burning self

Grant County Sheriff’s Deputies 
found themselves diffusing a volatile 
situation when a man doused himself 
with gasoline and threatened to light 
himself on fire. 

Deputy Mike Wright noticed a 
crowd gathered around a man he had 
spotted earlier walking down Barnes 
Road around 5:22 p.m. on Feb. 13. 

Wright said the man, later identified 
as Cory R. Foley, 22, of Crittenden, 
was standing in the middle of the road 
when he poured gas from a 2 Vi gallon 
gas can on the front of his body. 

Police said Foley had a cigarette 
lighter and threatened to bum him¬ 
self. 

“He was wearing a heavy wool 
sweater and he poured out the whole 
gas can on it,” said Grant County 
Sheriff Chuck Dills. 

Dills said Wright was faced with a 
dilemma on whether he could get the 
lighter away from Foley before he ig¬ 


nited himself and others. 

“He had to make a split-second de¬ 
cision on whether he could knock the 
lighter out of his hand,” Dills said. 

Wright opted to use his Taser. 
Wright fired and stmck Foley in the 
back, where there was no gas, Dills 
said. 

Dills said witnesses told police 
they saw Foley walking up and down 


Bames Road, car¬ 
rying the gas can. 

“They said he was even skipping, 
and at one point he stopped and start¬ 
ed singing and yelling,” Dills said. 

Foley was transported to St. Eliza¬ 
beth Florence by Rural Metro Ambu¬ 
lance Service. 

The case remains under investiga¬ 
tion.

While H.O.P.E. helps provide local 
churches with donated food, they also 
have their own food pantry, along with 
hygiene items. 

The Grant County Sheriff’s Office 
recently collaborated with H.O.P.E. 
with a Cram the Cmiser food drive 
at Wal-Mart that brought 15 carts of 
food. 

Food donations also are received 
from places like Columbus, Ohio and 
Brookville, Indiana, where the group 
is notified at a moment’s notice to find 
a tmck to pick up available food. 

“Everything goes out the door free,” 
said volunteer Lillian Ignaszak. “I 
don’t care if it’s a coat, a pair of shoes, 
an appliance or a couch. Nobody is 
paying anything for anything.” 

H.O.P.E. is in need of large and 
small appliances, all types of furniture, 
beds, storage bins, toilet paper, paper 
towels, diapers, baby wipes, clean¬ 
ing supplies, hygiene products, soaps, 
shampoos, toothpaste, mouthwash, 
non-perishable food supplies and 
clothes for all sizes. 

Donations can be dropped off 
through the week generally from 9 
a.m. to 1 p.m. Monday through Fri¬ 
day. 

The organization also receives spe¬ 
cific requests for items. 

While no promises are made, 
H.OP.E. notifies people about what is 
needed on their website and Facebook 
page in an attempt to find a donor. 

Recently, a lady on oxygen needed 
a meter to make sure her oxygen lev¬ 
els remained between 84 and 88 or she 
would need to go back into the hospi¬ 
tal. 

With her medicines alone keeping 
her in debt, H.OP.E. reached out to 
the community and a meter was pur¬ 
chased for the woman. 

Another man who had been left 
partially paralyzed after a stroke need¬ 
ed a lift chair. 


The chair amazingly arrived 
through a donation from the commu¬ 
nity not long after. 

Whether it be a night’s stay in a 
hotel or car repair work to get some¬ 
one back on the road, the organiza¬ 
tion tries to lend a hand to anyone in 
need, regardless if they are just pass¬ 
ing through. 

“That’s the real pleasure of work¬ 
ing here,” Ignaszak said. “When you 
get something that somebody really 
needs, that’s a real bonus for all of us. 
Sometimes it’s not a big thing. The 
other day someone needed a kerosene 
can. I called and told him I had a kero¬ 
sene can for him and he was as happy 
as could be. You would think we gave 
him a million bucks. It doesn’t have to 
be something big, but it’s a mountain 
for them at that time. We’re just trying 
to help them overcome what obstacles 
they have in front of them.” 

H.OPE. is entirely run by volun¬ 
teers and through donations from the 
community and other organizations. 

There are about 10 to 15 regular 
volunteers and others who come in a 
couple times a month as time allows. 

Church youth groups also help oc¬ 
casionally in the evenings. 

H.OPE. also works with other or¬ 
ganizations, including Lifeline, Mas¬ 
ter Provisions, Isaiah House, the Dry 
Ridge Reuse Center, the Women’s 
Crisis Center, Grant Manor and the 
Salvation Army to not only meets 
needs, but make sure no donation goes 
to waste. 

“We are starting to get some fund¬ 
ing from churches and individuals,” 
Haubner said. “My goal some day is 
to get enough support that I can stay 
and mn H.OPE. full time.” 

Even with all the good it has seen 
in its first year, H.OPE. has also seen 
some bad. 

The cooler in the building that 
stored food for the pantiy suddenly 
quit working a couple weeks ago with¬ 
out warning. 

It was later discovered that some¬ 


one had stolen the copper from the 
coolant lines on the roof. 

On another occasion, a steel grill 
was stolen that was set to go to a fam¬ 
ily without electric or heat that had 
sealed one room in their house and us¬ 
ing candles for warmth. 

H.OPE, however, was able to re¬ 
place the grill and even get a couple 
more donated. 

“It’s not a deterrent for us,” Ig¬ 
naszak said. “It’s just going to mo¬ 
tivate us even more. We know what 
we’re doing is a good thing. You feel 
it from the people. That’s motivation 
enough.” 

Beginning its second year, Haubner 
said H.OPE. will soon start offering 
classes to help those in need get back 
on their feet. 

The classes will likely include how 
to balance a check book, parenting 
classes, cooking classes, Bible Classes 
and how to be a mentor to youth. 

“We don’t want to enable those we 
help, we want to help them get back on 
their feet and hopefully stay that way,” 
Haubner said. 

H.OPE. also is in the process of 
collecting prom dresses for students 
who may not be able to afford the 
expenses to dress up and attend a 
school dance. 

Other future goals Haubner has 
for the organization include con¬ 
tinued growth into a larger build¬ 
ing, a H.O.P.E. home for the home¬ 
less, a constantly filled food pantry 
and commitments from at least 20 
people in the community to donate 
$100 a month. 

As its visibility increases, Haub¬ 
ner believes the community to see 
the accountability H.OP.E. has, 
which will lead to even greater sup¬ 
port. 

“I will do what it takes to keep 
H.OP.E. up and running,” she said. 
“I have great volunteers and if it 
wasn’t for them this center would 
not be running. We are building 
a foundation and we are doing it 
within the walls of H.OP.E. and it’s 
a beautiful thing. Many lives are be¬ 
ing changed and that’s what it’s all 
about. Seeing a child smile because 
they have food or even a bed to sleep 
in instead of sleeping on the floor is 
what keeps me going. Many, many 
stories come through the doors of 
H.OP.E. and knowing that lives are 
being changed is what keeps me go¬ 
ing.”

CAPITOL COMMENTS

With less than two weeks remaining in the 30-day 2013 ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly, there is still much work to be done 
by lawmakers. 

Newly-elected legislator Rep. Brian Linder, Dry Ridge-R, 
shares some insight into the session so far and issues at hand in 
the days ahead. 

With less than two weeks remaining in this short session, how 
would you assess how things have gone in the General Assembly 
and what progress still needs to be made? 

Linder: I think a lot of things will happen at the very end. I 
see very little progress. The main issues that are still out there 
like pension reform, the Senate has passed it and the House is 
probably going to tinker with it. Special district reform, the 
House has passed it and the Senate has it. They’re probably 
going to tinker with it. In the process of things happening, have 
I seen a lot of progress? Not yet, but from what I’ve been told a 
lot of things happen in the last few days. Deals are made and 
things are finished. That’s when we should see the real prog¬ 
ress. 

Do you believe there is any chance of a special session being 
called by the governor? 

Linder: Unfortunately, 

I do believe there will be. 

I don’t think we’re going 
to get to redistricting this 
session. If deals aren’t cut 
on pension reform, I think 
you’ll see a special ses¬ 
sion that will deal exclu¬ 
sively with pension 
reform. What you have on 
pension reform is several 
ideas that are being thrown 
out. For example, the 
speaker of the House has 
thrown out several differ¬ 
ent avenues to pay for 
pension reform, every¬ 
thing from raising the 
cigarette tax to putting a tax on the lottery scratch-off tickets. 
They keep throwing several options out there and I don’t see 
anything catching traction right now. Senate Bill 2, which is the 
Senate’s version of pension reform, basically changes the future 
employee’s retirement plans. The Democratic leaders in the 
House want to keep the plan as is. They want to raise more rev¬ 
enue to pay for it. So, there is some ground between the two 
ideas. I’m afraid we may end of seeing a special session to try to 
sort it out. 

What do you ultimately see pension reform looking like after 
both chambers have voted on the issue? 

Linder: If I had a magic ball, I may be able to tell you. What 
I would like to see is Senate Bill 2 passed, which is changing 
future hires to a hybrid 401K-type plan and a half defined ben¬ 
efit plan. I think if we raise the cigarette tax or raise a tax on 
lottery tickets or pass casino gambling, to me, those are taxes on 
the lower and middle class. I don’t think we need to do this on 
the backs of the lower class. To me, that’s that’s the result of the 
speaker’s suggestions. They’re attacks on the poor. 

The monitoring and accountability of special taxing districts 
also has been a big issue. What do you feel is the best way to 
make sure these districts have proper oversight? 

Linder: I’m on the Local Government Committee and we 
passed House Bill 1, which is the auditor’s recommendations 
and the speaker’s bill to bring more accountability to special tax¬ 
ing districts. I voted for it on committee and on the House floor 
because I think it’s a step in the right direction. I did in commit¬ 
tee talk to the auditor a bit about how I don’t want to see special 
districts absorbed by county government. I’d like to keep them 
separate, but I’d just like to see their tax rates go to the fiscal 
court every year to be voted on. Most of the districts their rates 
never change so it’s not a controversial issue. But, we have a 
disconnect between the tax payer and the tax spender. We need 
to fix that. The auditor wasn’t willing this year to go in that direc¬ 
tion. He felt like having more accountability by submitting their 
budgets online was a better step.
